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A  Missing  Child  Found  in  Montana 

We  have  learned  from  the  Department  of  Justice  that  a  miss- 
ing child  was  discovered  recently  at  Emma  Dickinson  School  in 
Missoula. 

The  student's  teacher  became  suspicious  because  the  child 
was  larger  and  more  educationally  advanced  than  average 
kindergartners  and  because  his  black  hair  was  growing  out 
blond.  An  examination  of  the  birth  certificate  used  for  iden- 
tification proved  that  the  certificate  had  been  altered.  The 
father  was  arrested  for  tampering  with  public  records;  the  FBI 
was  alerted  and  identified  the  father  through  fingerprints.  The 
child  was  listed  on  the  National  Crime  Information  Center  as  a 
missing  child  from  Florida  and  is  temporarily  in  the  custody  of 
the  Department  of  Family  Sen/ices. 

The  Missoula  County  sheriff's  office  praised  the  teacher,  Gail 
Weber,  and  Emma  Dickinson  School  principal  Jim  Denny  for 
their  role  in  the  case. 


Summer  Workshops 

Helping  People  in  Transition.  According  to  research  by  the 
College  Board,  40  million  Americans  are  in  job  transition.  The 
U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS)  projects  that  by  the  year 
2000  there  will  be  about  20  million  new  jobs  in  the  service  sec- 
tor. The  number  of  women,  blacks,  and  Asians  in  the  work 
force  will  increase,  while  the  number  of  white,  younger,  and 
older  workers  will  decline.  The  changing  job  market  and  in- 
creased individual  mobility  are  creating  new  demands  for 
education  and  training. 

A  national  educational  institute,  set  for  June  1  -3  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  is  aimed  at  enhancing  the  skills  of  educators  and  trainers 
who  work  with  job-seeking  adults.  "Successful  Job  Transitions: 
Critical  Issues  for  Educators  and  Trainers"  will  be  cosponsored 
by  the  National  Community  Education  Association,  Alexandria, 
Virginia,  and  the  American  Association  for  Adult  and  Continu- 
ing Education,  Washington,  D.C.
